W ashington, April 27th—The discus íoh 
ot the Chinese bill was continued to-day by- 
Farley. H s insisted that the fifteenth section 
should be retained, in order to make the bill 
effectual, and replied in detail to a number of 
ohjpcti-us urged against ths proposed legisla­ 
tion. 
Farley also, in the course of bis re­ 
marks, commented with severity upon the 
failure of the Republican members cf the Pa­ 
cific coast delegation to taka counsel with 
their Democratic colleagues in preparing the 
new bill, which had been hurried through 
the House of Representatives without an op­ 
portunity for amendment. He announced, 
however, that while ander these circum­ 
stances the Democrats would not be responsi­ 
ble for any defects in the bill, they would 
nevertheless furnish the votes to pass it, 
rather than risk the failure to obtain any re­ 
lief for the people of the Pacific coast at this 
session. 
Farley's speech was considerably inter­ 
rupted by the Massachusetts Senator, who 
desired to correct the alleged raistateinonts 
concerning the North Adams Chinese experi­ 
ment, and by the reception of a message 
from tho 
President 
about 
the Arizona 
troubles. 
Farley concluded at 3:20, and Dawes then 
took the floor. 
Dawes spoke very briefly, and was followed 
by Vest, who made an eloquent speech in fa­ 
vor of the bill. 
At the conclusion of Vest’s speech, the 
privileged conference report on the postoftice 
bill was pre.;'-nted and occupied the attention 
of the Senate until 5 o’clock, when au ad­ 
journment was taken, and the Chinese bill 
went over until 2 o’clock to-morrow. 
Illdlue's Evidence Conliuncd A R em ark­ 
able Scene. 
W ashington, April 27th.—Another large 
crowd of auditors and spectators gathered 
to-day in the room of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, 
to teo the contest 
that seemed somehow to be expected between 
Blaine and B;lmont. 
Both gentlemen, as 
they entered the room, gave evidence in ex­ 
pression of countenance that even they ex­ 
pected and were prepared for an encounter. 
Blaine, as usual, was accompanied by his 
young sun, who stood by his fatfcei’s chair 
throughout the sessiou of the committee. 
Blaine himself took his seat at the committee 
table, and 
interchanged salutations with 
members of the committee nnd newspaper 
correspondents. 
Belmont, who led his chair out from the 
table, so as to face Blaine more directly, con­ 
sulted his cote-book and opened the exam­ 
ination. 
Belmont—I see that in a reply to queatioce 
yesterday asked you as to the word “ un­ 
official,” you stated that Evarts, with the 
letter to Fish befcre him, made a careful re­ 
port to Congress, and omitted tbo word 
“ unr-ffi üaL” I only wish to call your atten­ 
tion to the fact that Evarts did not omit the 
word—[handing to Blaine the printed docu­ 
ment with the phrase marked ] 
Blaine—If you have a copy of this printed 
volume, which is an official publication of the 
State Department, you will find that EvartB 
does omit the word “ unofficial.” 
It is on 
page *>40. 
Belmont—That is the same letter to which 
I refer, ana I fiul the word ‘ unofficial ” in it. 
Blaine—I will read from Mr. Evarts’ letter 
[readingl. 
Belmont—You are reading one part of 
Evarts' letter, and I was reading from an­ 
other part. 
Blaine—Yes. 
In one place Evarts uses 
the word, and in another place he omits it, 
showing the utter inconscquentiality of the 
word. 
Belmont—But what I Bay- to-day is correct. 
Evarts u ed the word. 
Blaine—Yes ; and what I said yesterday is 
correct. 
Evarts did not nae the word. 
Belmont—Then we will call it a matter of 
quits. 
Blaine—Yes, and that is in accordance 
with what I stated yesterday—that the word 
was inconsequential; that in one part of the 
letter it was used, and in another it was not 
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Then, addreFeing the committee, Blaine 
said : 
“ Mr. Belmont exhausted two houre 
of the tiene of the committee yesterday in 
traveling in a circle. 
He repented his ques­ 
tions six, or eight or ten times ever. 
Of 
course he has a right, but it is all based on 
the fact that he made two quotations, abso­ 
lutely 
palpable 
misquotations, 
and this 
course of his was to establish his justification. 
In doing that he has not yet touched upon 
the point. 
While I have the largest possible 
stock of patience, I would rather that he 
would come directly to the point. 
There are 
many important pcints that I would like to 
be heard upon, but iteration and reiteration 
of the same questions in order to vindicate 
Belmont for having made the blunder to mis­ 
quote me in two particnlara is a little too 
exhausting. 
He has made two palpable mis­ 
quotations and has made no explanation of 
them, when, as a gentlemaD, as I understand 
him to be, he ought to state frankly that he 
did i t ” 
Blaine, who had been standing and speak­ 
ing with a good deal of excitement, here took 
his scat, and Belmont jumped from his chair 
and eaid: " Ot c urse Blaine’s object is plain 
enough—that is, to avoid a direct issue.” 
B nine (ridng and striking the table angrily 
with his clenched hand)—W hat issue ? 
Belmont—Toe issue which must be met. 
Blaine—W hat issue ? 
Belmont (also rising angrily and striking 
the table)—1 will not answer a tingle ques­ 
tion that you ask from this time to the end 
of the examination. 
You have stated what 
I deem to be entirely incorrect. 
You have 
attempted to placo me in a false position. In 
this you will not succeed. I said that the 
quotation marks were * a mistake of the 
printer, and your language bears the con­ 
struction I put upon it. A careful reader 
will agree with me, anda careless reader may 
be influenced by your speech. 
The com­ 
mencement of this Fxamination this morning 
relieves me of all the consideration I men­ 
tioned yesterday, which I intended to observe 
to the man who had held the office of Secre­ 
tary of State. 
You placed yourself on a level 
with any other witness, and I will examine 
you as such. 
Blaine (angrily)—W hat do you mean ? 
Belmont—I mean this. 
That you have 
been before committees before this ; that you 
have endeavored to threaten----- 
Wilson (interrupting)—I submit that this 
is not in order. 
Blaine—This is intolerable—the insolence 
of this young man is intolerable. 
Belmont—Yon have brought it on yourself. 
" I have no more regard for your inso­ 
lence,” retorted Blaine, “ than I have for that 
cf a boy on the street.” 
Belmont—Mr. Blaine has had due experi­ 
ence before committees, and he has endeav­ 
ored to threaten them. 
He has doDe so for 
the last time. He will not do so to me. 
Blaine—This is too trifling. 
I hope the 
committee will protect itself. 
I have no 
power. 
The Chairman—I have only this to say. As 
representing the committee. 1 can only ap­ 
peal to both these eminent gentlemen to re­ 
frain, bo far as possible, from lecturing each 
other. 
I ask one to pnt his questions and the 
other to answer them. The committee will 
allow the widest latitude, and will exercise 
great patience with both of them ; but these 
scenes ought not to occur. 
Mr. Belmont will 
please proceed with his questions. 
Belmont—That is what I intended to do at 
the beginning. 
I consider that Blaine has 
brought this entirely npcn himself. 
Blaine (contemptuously) — That I have 
brought the wrath cf your indignation upon 
me? 
Belmont—N o; but what you call a scene. 
The Chairman again appealed to both gen­ 
tlemen to proceed regularly with the exam­ 
ination, and after a moment calm was restored 
and Belmont proceeded, 
Belmont—Did not the resolution of the 
House of Representatives of February 20. 
1880, to which yon referred in your direct 
examination, and again yesterday, limit its 
request to the President to use such steps as 
in his opinion might be proper and in accord­ 
ance with international law, to secure to Lan- 
dreau—(I mean the pretended American citi­ 
zen. 
I mean the man who has jobbed about 
here with a fraudulent claim,who pretends to 
be an American citizen, of whose nationality 
there is no record in the Court of New Or­ 
leans)— 
Dunnell (interrupting)—U r. Chairman, that 
is not a straight question. 
Blaine (laughingly)—I am done with pro­ 
testing. 
_ 
Dunnell—This is putting • stump speech 
in the body of a qnestion, and I do not be­ 
lieve in it. 
It is a very easy thing to ask a 
plain qnestion, but I do not believe in the 


propriety of putting a stump speech iu the 
middle of a question. 
Belmont—Stump speeches have been put in 
the middle of answers. 
Dunnell—Very w tll; the committee have 
directed that direct questions should be 
o-ktd and direct answers given. 
I wish you 
to start out in that way. 
Belmont—Wo should hive started so in 
the beginning. 
Dunnell—We have slatted so r.ow, and let 
us get along. 
Bilmont—I do not intend that there shail 
bo a-'y false conception about this Landresu 
matter. There never was a case with so lit­ 
tle foundation brought into tho State De­ 
partment, and that has received so much 
consideration there. 
Dunuell inquired of the Chairman whether 
Belmont was asking a question. 
The Chairman—1 submit that to tho judg­ 
ment of the interrogator. 
Dunnell—I think the committee has a right 
to have some judgment cf its own. 
The Chairman—The committee will exor­ 
cise that right by au appeal to tho self-respect 
of men,hers of the committee, witness and all. 
The Chair has no po ver to commit f,.r con­ 
tempt, and would be very loth to exercise it 
if it had. 
Belmont (addressing the Chair)—Ths fact 
that there has been so much based on this re­ 
port of O’Connor (law officer of the State Do- 
partmen*) that it is important t> establish 
the fact that the report itself, in the opinion 
of O’Connor, is at present unfounded in fact. 
The repnrt says J . C. I.andn an was a minor, 
under 18 years of age in 1857, but he neglects 
to gi~e his exact age.

Belmont—Mr. O’Connor, in his report, 
says that J . C. Landreau was a minor under 
IS years of age in 1857, but he neglects to 
give his exact age. 
It appears that he (Ban- 
dre.in), the pretended American citizen, of 
whose naturalization there is no record, had 
acquired a partnership interest in 1859. 
The

The otiieial stenographer having read the 
question, Blaine made tBe same request of 
tho reporter of the Associated Press, who also 
real the question. 
Blaine—Now, I am very ar.xi-ms to give n 
direct answer, but 1 don't know whether 1 
am to answer about Bandreau’s ege in 1857, 
or able whether he was naturalized and cm 
show a certificate, or about whether ho was a 
French citizen, or shout whether O’Connor is 
about to specify an answer to that, which for 
the life of me I cannot eliminate so as to 
know what it means. 
I cannot comprehend 
that question. 
The Chairman—I think if Blaine dees not 
understand the qnestion— 
Biaine (interrupting)—I confers myEelf ab­ 
solutely and unconquerably unable to under­ 
stand that question. 
The Chairman—That answers it. [Laugh­ 
te r] 
Belmont—I am perfectly willing that it 
shall remain unanswered. 
Blaine—I cannot, I do not understand that 
question. 
After further questions aEd answers of 
similar pertinacity. Walker (a member of the 
committee) protested against any farther 
consumption of time in the discussion of ir­ 
relevant matters. 
Belmont replied that much time was wasted 
y aterday in irrelevant matters on the part 
of witrjei”, and the manner in which Blaine 
came to the committee this morning relieved 
him of the necessity cf treating him in any 
other way than a mere ordinary witness. 
Blaine— I ask nothing else than to be 
treated as sn ordinary witness. 
I suppose 
vou mean I am an extraordinary witness. 
[Laughter] 
Belmont—I treated you with the greatest 
deference, as a man who has been Secretary 
of State, and it is not my fault— 
Blaine (humorously)—Not your fault that 
I was Secretary of State? 
Not at all. 
[Laughter.] 
Bi-lmont—Not my fault that you made 
that 
very 
unwarranted 
and 
ridiculous 
assault ou me this morning. 
I will now go 
on with my questions. 
The fxamination then proceeded with the 
usnal interruptions, and at its close a most 
exciting and unusual scene occurred. 
Blaine stated that aB Balmont, after being 
warned on Monday, had persisted in entirely 
misquoting his dispatches and putting upon 
them a construction utterly foreigD, he was 
compelled to change his opinion of him, 
which had heretofore been that he w»b a gen­ 
tleman. 
' 
An exciting colloquy then ensued, which 
the committee wore nnable to interrupt. 
Btlmont intimated that he would deal 
with Blaine in private, and followed it up 
with the words “ I believe you are a bully 
and a coward.” 
Blaine, addressing 
the committee, and 
ignoring Belmont, replied: “ Mr. Chairman, 
this young man has disgraced hiniFel*. 
He 
has been put forward by those who are be­ 
hind him to insult me, but he is incapable of 
doing so.” 
The scene was a most remarkable one, and 
notwithstanding the efforts of the Chairman 
to smooth the troubled waters and obviate 
the necessity for any misunderstanding, an 
impression prevailed ftt the adjournment of 
the meeting that the dispute had by no means 
ended. 
It is the subject of comment on ail 
sides this afternoon. 
F illin g film a s lo the Long Farce. 
W ashington, April 27ih.—The scene be? 
tween Belmont and Blaine is tho principa1 
topic of conversation at the capital. The 
general impression is that it is a fitting cli­ 
max to the long farce, whose intention was to 
injure Blaine. 
That he came out of it a vic­ 
tor in spite of the united efforts of his political 
opponents iu and ont of the party, it is only 
necessary to refer to the report of the pro­ 
ceedings by the Associated Press to be con­ 
vinced. 
The scene, while the moBt exciting 
of anything eeen here for many months, was 
lather ridiculous in many respects. 
Blaine is 
a man of lice physiqne, while Belmont is a 
very small, insignifioant-looking man 
of 
about 30, wtigbing a iittla over 100 pounds, 
j He is, however, an accomplished boxer snd 
I fencer, having taken prizeB in New York for 
excellence in athletic accomplishments. 
Ulnlne’s Friends Pleased. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 27th.—Blaine’s friends 
are highly pleased ever his course in the in­ 
vestigating committee. 
I t is felt that he has 
fairly succeeded in putting his administration 
of the State Department in the proper light, 
an opportunity he hag not before had.

W a s h i n g t o n . April 27tb. — A message 
from the President to Congress this after­ 
noon recites that great lawlessness exists in 
Arizona ; that the Governor reports that vio­ 
lence and lawlessness reign; that robbery 
and murder are common, and the citizens are 
alarmed ; that the cowboys cause this trouble.

Boston, April 27th.—Ralph .Waldo Emer­ 
son died at his home in Concord, Mass., a - 9 
o'clock this evening. 
Durirg the forenoon 
Emerson did not appear to suffer greatly, srd 
was apparently resting easy. 
About uuon 
the patieut exhibited signs of restlessness, 
and 11 ,:m to suffer severe pain. 
Soon there­ 
after h9 b'eatne delirious, and his physician 
immediately 
administered 
ether, 
under 
the irfloeuco 
cf 
which 
he 
was 
kept 
till his 
death. 
About a quarter of 9 
this evening 
Ms physician came down 
from 
the 
sick-room 
to 
the 
apartment 
where a number of friends of the family 
ware sitting, and stated that during the after­ 
noon Emerson’s pulse had been reduced from 
140 to 120, that ho thought the crisis in the 
disease reached, and would be favorably 
passed. 
The doctor then went up etaire, and 
returned almost immediately with uews of 
his death. 
I Ralph Waldo Emerson was burn in Boston, May 
26, 1803. He was the son of the !to\ 
William 
Emerson, jwstor of the First Church in tiiat eitv ; 
ill his eighth year, on the death of his f.ithrr, lie 
was sent to one of the public grammar schools, and 
was soon qualified to enter the Latin school, 
lit re 
his first attempts in literary e imposition were made, 
consisting not merely of the ordinary exercises by 
which boys are drearily inducted into the mysteries 
of rhetoric, hut of original poems recited al exhi­ 
bitions of the school. In 18Í7 he entered Harvard 
College, and was graduated in August, 1821. 
For 
five years after leaving college he was engaged in 
teaehiug school, lu 1826 he was “ approbated to 
preach" by thu Middlesex association of ministers, 
but his health at this time failing, he spent the win­ 
ter in South Carolina and Florida. 
In Septemlnir . 
1830, he was married to Ellen Louisa Tucker of Bos­ 
ton, who died ill February, 1831. 
In I d 2 he asked 
and received dismission from the church, on account 
of differences of opinion between himself and the 
church, touching the 1. -rd’s supper. In December, 
IS:2, he sailed for Europe, where he remained nearly 
a year. On his return in the winter of 1833-4 he 
hrgan that career os a lecturer, .n which he 
gamed so much distinction, with a 
discourse 
before the Boston Mechanics’ Institute, on the some­ 
what u-iproirising (abject of “ Water 
Three 
others followed, two on Italy, descriptive of his re­ 
cent tour in that country, and the lo-t on the '* Re­ 
lation of Man to the Giohe.” In 18:' i lie delivered 
a series of biographical lectures on Michael Angelo, 
Milton, Luther, George Fox and Edmund Burke, 
the first two of which were afterward published in 
tlie “ North American Review.’’ These were fol­ 
lowed, in 1876, hy twelve lectures on the philcs phy 
of history ; in 1 - i7, by ten lectures on human 
culture ; in 1838, hy ten lictuies on human life : in 
1839, by ten lectures on the present age; in 1841, 
by seven lectures on ’ lie times. 
Mr. Knur-on also 
delivered m;\ y unpublished addresses >n slavery, 
woman's rights, and olin r topics of public interest; 
and lie was one of tho most prominent lecturers 
who addressed the lyeeums of the country.

UEe, and which is th« natural organ of 
every thieving scheme and every black­ 
mailing conspiracy on the Pacttic Coast, 
cannot be looked tc for scrupulous adher­ 
ence to facts, even when its own interests 
would be best served by fidelity to them. 
It ia therefore in no way surprising that in 
the furtherance of its demagogue projects 
it should have printed a somewhat phe­ 
nomenal misstatem ent about the relation 
of the Central Pacific Kailroad Company 
to Chinese labor. 
The venal and m en­ 
dacious Chronicle asserts th at the Central 
Pacific Company is the largest employer of 
Chinese labor in California, and intim ates 
that it Í3 specially interested in preventing 
the passage of the Chinese restriction bill. 
As usual, the Chronicle has lied. 
The best 
possible proof that it has lied consists in 
the showing of the company’s pay-rolls. 
These prove that the payments on the Cen 
tral Pacific and leased lines to white labor 
average ninety-one per cent, of the total 
disbursements under that head. 
The fact, 
therefore, is, th at the company- employs 
less than nine per cent, of Chinese labor in 
the whole State, and it is further demon­ 
strable by comparison that it really is the 
strongest supporter of American labor on 
the coast, 
lu the first place it is the 
largest employer of labor in the State. 
In 
the second place over ninety per cent, cf 
all it3 disbursements for labor goes to 
white men. 
In the third place it can chal­ 
lenge comparison with any other employer 
of labor in California, as regards the par 
centage of white labor it finds work for. 
How many individuals are there in this 
State who can stand comparison with the 
Central Pacific cu this basis ? 
Every man 
who employs a single Chinaman to do his 
housework, and has no other help, doeE 
ninety per cent, more than the corporation 
towards maintaining the Chinese here, 
Every man who employs one Chinaman 
aud one white person, when he might 
employ two white persons, does fifty per 
cent, more than the railroad company to­ 
wards supporting the Chinese. 
The other 
day there was trouble in a San Francisco 
laundry, and it came out incidentally that 
more than a hundred Chinamen were em­ 
ployed there. 
Investigation would 
no 
doubt have shown th at in th at laundry the 
railroad’s figures were revcreed ; th at it 
had ninety per cent, of Chinese labor and 
only ten per cent, of white labor. 
But the 
lying Chronicle has had no abuse for the 
owners of the laundry. 
An individual 
may employ Chinese labor alone, to the 
exclusion of every other kind, as scores of 
thousands of blatant anti-Chinese people 
do, and they are not even reproached with 
inconsistency. 
But because the railroad 
company employs nine per cent, of Chi­ 
nese, the fact th at it employs ninety per 
cent, of white men is ignofed, and vicious 
Blanderers like the Chronicle try to raiec a 
hue and cry about it. 
If there is to be a general overhauling 
of the question of Chinese employment, 
the Central Pacific llailroad will have noth­ 
ing to fear from the outcome, though a 
good many people who are at present talk ­ 
ing very loudly will lie shown to care a great 
deal more for precept than practice. W her­ 
ever Chinese are regularly employed in any 
trade or manufacture the proportion is much 
more like th at of the laundry referred to 
than like th at of the railroad company ; 
and as a m atter of fact it may be asserted 
specifically th at the latter has done and is 
doing more for white labor in California 
than any other corporation or firm or in­ 
dividual in the State. 
Here in Sacramento 
there are constantly employed some 2,000 
men, and they are all white men, or nearly 
all. 
There are not half a dozen Chinamen 
in the employ of the company at this point. 
Yet it is perfectly certain th at the corpora­ 
tion could have economized largely by em­ 
ploying a much 
greater percentage of 
Chinese labor, and it is equally certain that 
if it had fallowed the example of most 
employers of labor in the State, it would 
have done so. 
But it is to its credit that 
it has employed white labor whenever and 
wherever it could be obtained, and th at it 
has kept np a very much larger proportion 
of th at labor than any other employer on 
the coast. 
Sach “ defenders of the cause of Amer- 
“ ican labor ” as the Chronicle, are in truth 
its worst enemies. 
A concern which has 
always beaten down the wages of its own 
employes mercilessly ; which has screwed 
its miserable writers down to pittances 
scarcely sufficient to keep life in them ; 
which pays its reporters as if they were 
Chinamen ; which expects its staff to lie 
and fabricate and debase and prostitute 
themselves in all manner of dirty ways, 
and for next to no compensation ; which 
has always been first to redace the wages 
of its printers, and last to raise th e m ; 
this is a pretty paper to thrust itself for­ 
ward as the champion cf “ labor,” and to 
empty its stink pots upon a corporation 
which has always paid the very highest 
wages current to its employes, and has 
always been tho very pillar cf labor in 
California, 
The Chronicle would sell out 
the California workingmen to-morrow, and 
everyone kuows this. 
Nor would it be 
the first time it had cone 60. 
It has 
helped the thieves of the stock m arket to 
plunder them often enough in the past, 
*lid they have not forgotten its record. 
I t 
is not so characterless and disreputable a 
paper tbat can come forward now and 
attitudinize as the friend of the working­ 
men, nor can it conceal its own infamous 
past by fabricating gross misrepresenta­ 
tions concerning those corporations which 
every year distribute millions of dollars 
among the industrial classes, whose exten­ 
sive works support thousands of comforta­ 
ble and happy homes, and which have done 
more to stim ulate the growth and insure 
the prosperity- of the State than a wilder­ 
ness 
of 
Chronicles could do, 
even if 
every one of them was as upright and 
public-spirited as the actual Chronicle is 
corrupt, selfish, false and base.

Blaine has taken advantage of hia ex­ 
amination to make several explanations 
concerning hia South American policy, but 
his most positive statem ents happen un­ 
fortunately to be those which arc least sup­ 
ported by proof. 
Take for example his 
declaration th at the war against Peru was 
brought on through English influence. 
The only circumstance cited in support of 
tbat statem ent was the assertion th at a 
million tons of guano had been put in the 
hands of English firms. 
But, judging from 
the statem ent of a member of one of the 
South American legations, this does not 
seem to be true. 
The official referred says 
that the million tons of guano has not been 
sold at all. 
That it should be advertised 
for sale in London of course proves nothing, 
for London is the m arket of the world, 
at*l whoever wants to obtain the best price 


for valuable property goes there* 
W e can­ 
not perceive, in snort, tb at M r. Blaine ha9 
Taally made his South American programme 
appear any more statesm anlike than it did 
bsfore. 
lie affects a fine scorn at the idea 
of the U nited States being afraid of a little 
power like Chile, but scorn cannot alter 
facts, and it is a fact th at Chile pos;esses a 
more powerful navy than the United States, 
and that, this being so, the U nited States, 
however humiliating it may be, literally 
cannot afford to provoke war with even so 
insignificant a power as Chile. 
People like 
Mr. Blaine would no doubt go on regard­ 
less of such stubborn facts, and by so 
doing they would prepare the way- for a 
much greater and more lasting mortification 
than could como of a conservative course. 
The trouble w ith Blaine always has been 
that he puts altogether much confidence in 
w hat ia called “ tho bluff game” in diplo­ 
macy. 
Now while th at 13 an excellent 
game for a strong power like Germany-, it 
is certain to break down in the hands of 
those who employ it if they do not possess 
the physical force necessary to • convert 
their threats into acts when the occasion 
demands the change. 
This is the blunder 
of all Mr. Blaine’s foreign policy, and 
though he appears incapable of realizing 
the truth, the American people are too 
shrewd not to put their fingers on the weak 
point in his programme. 
Of course it isal- 
ways possible to repair the defects of such 
a policy- by furnishing the physical force 
required, but until this is done discretion 
must continue to be the better part of valor.

Downright repudiation is not a 
w hit more immoral than the proposition 
already made, and, moreover, th at propo­ 
sition is really a balf-way house on the di­ 
rect road to repudiation. There is no room 
for controversy on this point, either. 
The 
opinion of the world settled it centuries 
ago. 
The man who, being fully able to 
pay his debts, seeks by any means w hat­ 
ever to compel his creditors to take less 
than their due, is branded as dishonest. 
That question is res arijwlicata, and there 
is no difference between the case of an in­ 
dividual aud th at of a community. 


THE 
MARTINEZ 
RIOT. 


The people of Martinez, usually one of 
the quietest and most peaceful places in 
California, appear to have completely lust 
their heads over the Chinese qaesticn. Or 
perhaps it was only a small percentage of 
the community which broke into riot the 
other night, and fell upon a Chinese colony 
with violence. 
The dispatches only eav 
that a strong feeling existed against the 
Chinese employed in a local cannery ; that 
they were ordered to leave ; and th at as 
they did not go, they were assaulted and 
their houses demolished. 
Less distinct 
reports are to tho effect that several of the 
Chinese were killed, and if this is so it is 
a very bad thing for Martinez. 
There is 
no excuse 
for 
violence. 
All 
assaults 
upon the Chinese produce the most mis­ 
chievous effects upon the situation at 
W ashington. 
The people of the East are 
altogether too much inclined to accuse us 
of brutality and barbarism already, and 
they would need but a very few instances 
such as this to convince them that we de­ 
served no sympathy. 
The Martinez riot­ 
ers appear to have committed an outrage 
which we tru st will be promptly investi­ 
gated, and the responsible authors of 
which should be duly punished. 
For 
there never was a juncture when we could 
less afford to countenance any work of 
this kind. 


LAMSON. 


From present appearances the deferred 
execution of the murderer Lamson will 
take place to-day. 
The affidavits which 
have been forwarded by Attorney-General 
Brewster in this case appear to have 
merely excited the surprise of the English 
authorities by their w ant of pertinence 
and force. 
In fact the interference of our 
Government in this caso has been calcu­ 
lated to do us injury rather than good, for 
it was not warranted by the facts, and it 
may cause some future representation, in 
a more im portant m atter, to be disre­ 
garded. 
No unprejudiced person can have 
had any doubt as to I.amson’a guilt from 
the first, and it has been equally clear that 
he was perfectly sane. 
It is a satisfaction 
to feel however th at justice will be done 
on him, notwithstanding the ill considered 
and almost desperate attem pts to keep him 
from the gallows.

The third meeting cf resisting taxpayers 


1 was held at the Court house last evening, 
j When the meeting was called to order but 
: thirtv-sevea of the oua hundred and four 
originators of tha movement were present; 
twenty-five others subsequently came in. 
Oa motion of E. P. Figg, Chairman Green 
being absent, P. A. Miller was called to the 
chair. 
Iu order to brace up the small assem­ 
bly, evidently, Mr. Miller directed Secretary 
Love to read the resolutions adopted when 
the one hundred and four were all present, 
which he did, also the pronunciameuto of 
last Tuesday’s meeting. 
The Secretary then 
. read an agreement, to be signed, by which 
Í the signers agree to pay but one per cant, 
i taxes for 1882, and nona at all if the Collector 
* refuses to accept that sum ; and in that event 
the signers agree to stand by one another in 
ail that may follow in the way of lawsuits, 
each one paying his proportion of costs. 
Mr. Mier and Mr. Triechler made a few 
remarks, and James McCiatchy was then 
called out. 
He said he had signed the agree­ 
ment, had tendered the Collector half his 
taxes, and that officer refused to receive it. 
He said the city did not lose the Fowle bond 
suits. 
Mrs. Fowle sued, and Mayor Swift 
allowed a default to be taken, failing to an­ 
swer, and the case going up ou writs of error, 
the Supreme Courts held that the default 
barred the city from making any defense. In 
the present case there would be no default. 
If the taxpayers lose iu the fight they will 
have only to pay two per cent.—what is now 
demanded. 
If they win they pay but one 
per cent. 
If they win they save the city 
8500,000 ; if they lose, they losa but five per 
cent, on the taxes. 
L. C. Chandler had said 
to him that no delinquent taxes have been 
collected here for nine years, because there is 
no law for their collection. 
It is a simple 
question of honesty and right. 
Whüt the 
Courts decide the people shall do is right and 
honest for them to do. 
J. H. Sullivan wished the R e c o r d -U n io n 
should understand that citizens stand ready 
to buy the new bonds proposed as soon as 
issued, and S500.000 is ready to bo so in­ 
vested at 5 per cent., so it is not true that the 
issue of new bonds wili leave the city no 
better off than now. 
If a compromise is 
forced the now bonds will find takers at once 
among citizens. 
The meeting, on motion of Mr. Mier, 
adopted the pledge or resolution of agree­ 
ment to resist. 
The Secretary said Chairman Green had 
signed the agreement before he went to San 
Francisco, where business had called him. 
The other signers ot tbe agreement were 
Henry Triechler, James McCiatchy, E. P. 
Figg, P. A. Miller. Charles Petersou, E. 
Kraus and J. H. Sullivan. 
R. T. Devliu was called out and gave a 
legal opinion that the Codes repealed the 
Revenue Act of 1881, and Judge Sanderson 
had told the Trustees they must collect under 
the Act of 1S61, as it had, by reference, been 
incorporated into the Charter Act of the 
city, 
notwithstanding 
the repeal of the 
original Act. 
But it is almost impossible, 
by reason of its restrictions, to collect accord­ 
ing to the Act of 1861, and because of the 
difference of its methods from those in the 
Code. 
As to the 1 per cent, question, he re­ 
viewed the law, and thought the better view 
was that the Trustees cannot levy to exceed 
1 per cent. 
But it is, he said, a question of 
intricacy. 
For the benefit of the new comers the 
pledge of fealty confederation was again 
read, and ten minutes recess taken to give 
recruits an opportunity to sign, and these 
citizens signed their names to the roll, each 
paying a fee of -SI: Jacob SchwerdtLe, Chri9.

Under the caption of “ The Sacramento 
System of Finance” the Stockton I f ra h ] of 
the 26th inst. says : 
It is not unusual for Stccktonians to point 
to Sacramento as an example of what can bb 
done by an united effort on the part of the 
bu ine-s men to secure trade and make pub­ 
lic improvements. 
Sacramento’s streets and 
parks are much better and handsomer than 
those of Stockton, and in the summer al! the 
streets there an: liberally sprinkled. 
All this 
is different ia Stockton. 
But before any ex­ 
cessive amount of admiration is wasted oa 
the Sacramento way of doing things, let 
everybody reflect tnat it Í3 not the people of 
Sacramento who have been paying for theee 
many public improvements, but the holders 
of Sacramento bonde, of which a million ana 
a half ore now outstanding. 
A t a meeting of 
tax-payer3 ia Sacramento a few nights ago a 
resolution 
wa3 
adopted 
declaring 
that 
“ the 
only 
way 
to place 
the 
city in 
d-rect communication with its bondholders is 
to stop paying interest on its honda.” That 
is doubtless an effective way of securing 
dedred communica'ion with one's creditors, 
but to honorable-minded men it does not ap­ 
pear to be the “ only” way. 
It may be the 
Sacramento way, however. 
If Stockton had 
i sued a million and a half in bonds, and 
spent the money iu making improvements 
and inviting trade and population to this 
city, and then had repudiated bonds or re­ 
fused to pay interest on them, so as to make 
it an object to the bondholders to sell them 
for whatever they could get, and when the 
bonds fell into the hands of speculators, had 
forced a compromise on terms which would 
allow the speculators fair interest on their 
investment, Stockton, too, might have had 
nicely-paved and well-watered streets, public 
parks, handsome drives, and possibly a nar­ 
row-gauge railroad or two running out of 
Stcckton ; but all those things would have 
been obtained at the expense of the city’s 
honor, and geod as those things are they are 
not worth so much. 
Stockton is not like 
Sacramento in the way it obtains " direct 
communication wiih its bondholders.”

Thirty-one car-loads of excursionist?, sixty 
to the car, 1,860 in all, went out to Leet’s 
Grove yesterday on a picnic given ncder the 
auspices of the city Lodges cf the Independ­ 
ent Order of Odd Fellows. 
It was a well- 
ordered and entirely successful excursion. 
Many were present from Placer county towns, 
and many drove up from Sacramento. 
In 
all probably 2,200 people were present. 
A 
more delightful spot for a picnic could not, 
probably, be selected in all the State ; high 
rolling grounds, dry, gravelly, well-grasstd 
soil, a surface admirably timbered gnd cut by 
ravines through which rpn streams on whose 
banks ferns, oaks and overhanging shrubs 
grow, hundreds of broad acres carpeted with 
wild flowers in endless variety, all combined 
to make a cpot especially suitable for picnic?. 
The 
new 
arrangement 
for transporting 
the 
excursionists 
added 
a 
hundred­ 
fold to 
their comfort and pleasure and 
decreased 
the 
risk 
to 
the 
minimum. 
Instead of the Odd Fellows paying so much 
per car, and crowding it over-full and using 
as few cars as possible, they bargained with 
the railroad company to carry the people at 
so much per head and furnish cars sufficient 
for all. 
By this means no more were in a 
car than could be seated, and there was no 
more crowding than on an ordinary passen­ 
ger train. 
This result was attained by the 
new regulation limiting the number of excur­ 
sionists to a car, that the railroad company 
enforces, and by the desire of the Odd Fel­ 
lows’ committee to make the picnic a com­ 
plete success. 
The trains carrying the peo­ 
ple arrived at the grounds, which are one and 
a half miles beyond Roseville, about 10 A M , 
and on return reached the city a little after 6 
P. M „ by which the picnickers were enabled 
to be at home long Before dark. 
These are 
points future picnic committees will do well to 
consider. 
The Odd Fellows’ picnic was a 
complete success and 
the committees of 
management are 
entitled to due credit. 
There was an attempt, early in the day, to 
overcharge at one of the refreshment stands, 
but it was promptly crushed by the commit­ 
tees, and aside from this there was not the 
slightest riffle upon the surface of the general 
enjoyment. 
Tne day was mildly warm and 
delightfully pleasant.

General Orders, Mo. 1. 
I. The General commanding the brigade takes 
this occasion to commend the promptness and zeal 
with which tbe troops re6f>ondeii to the call of tiie 
civil authorities on the occasion of the recent threat­ 
ened demonstration against law and order in ttie 
city of Sacramento. 
The efficiency and determina­ 
tion displayed alike by officers and men of that por­ 
tion of this command ordered for duty is unexcelled 
in the annals of the militia or National Guard of this 
State. The discipline exacted was in every sense 
observed, and tbe brigade and regimental organiza­ 
tions may with pride point to the excellent be­ 
havior and cool demeanor ot the men, whether on 
duty with the general command or on detached s r- 
vice at the prisons. 
The circumstances attending 
the recent call to duty were of such a 1.ature 
as to require of a member ot the National Guard a 
sacrifice of feelings aud loss of personality ; and that 
these were freely waived in tiie interest of the State 
is clearly attested by competent authority. 
Such 
self sacrificing att ibutes lead to the highest ordt r 
of heroism, and that Government is strong which 
retains in its service men of this stamp.

wounded twice, and as the result cf siekDCES, 
continued incapable of active service duiing 
the remainder cf the war.
